Fourteen years ago the French Parlia- 


has deserved. well of his country.” To-day 
he is dead, and no more fitting epitaph 
could be found than his countrymen’s 
verdict. More fully, perhaps, than any 
other Frenchman of his time, Raymond 
Poincaré personified the spirit of France. 
He was a cool-headed realist, with little 
respect for Teuton or Anglo-Saxon senti- 
mentality; he had a keen and rene- 
trating vision; he was ruthless in the 
pursuit of his aims, and throughout a 
long lifetime the impetus behind all his 
work was an abiding and almost mystical 
love of country. He made many mistakes 
as a statesman. He was self-willed and 
intolerant. He lacked that element of 
mental pliability which is so necessary 
to a successful politician in these days of 
compromise and conciliation; but he 
always was sincere, he always was 
straightforward, and those “ith whom he 
had to deal, while they always may not 
have agreed with him, never failed to 
acknowledge his honesty cf purpose. Poir 
caré was a son of Lorraine—a fact which, 
doubtless, accounted for his hatred 
of Germany. He hated, as he loved, with 
fierce passion. He was a “‘ die-hard ” in 
the narrowest sense of the term, and never 
had any sympathy with the policy of ren 
such as Briand, who realised the folly of 
perpetual strife between the two greatest 
nations on the Continent of Europe. He 
had much in common with “ Tiger”’ 
Clemenceau; but, whereas the old man 
from La Vendée, for all his apparent 
cunning; really had the heart of a child, 
the Lorrainer was of a far more calculating 
turn of mind, and was rusé to a degree 
that is rare even among continental 
politicians. , | 

Raymond Poincaré played a tremendous 
part in the history of France during the 
last twenty-five years. When he became 
Premier in 1912 the crisis in Morocco was 
at an acute stage, and his treatment of an 
exceedingly delicate situation at that time 
possibly saved France from a premature 
war against Germany which would have 
ended almost inevitably in her defeat. 
During the Balkan Wars of the same 
period he conducted his country’s fortunes 
with consummate skill, with the result 
that he. was elected President of the 
Republic in 1913.. During his stay at the 
Elysée Poincaré’s sole object was the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the War. He was 
visiting the Tsar of Russia when the 
decision actually was taken to fight; but 
from the moment of his return to France 
he worked day and night to secure a 
victory for French arms. Premiers might 
bend, and even break, under the strain; 
famous soldiers’ in the field might be 
doubtful of ultimate success against their 
mighty enemy; but Raymond Poincaré 
never faltered for a moment. He was one 
of the strongest driving forces behind 
France’s effort. His temporary freedom 
from political control gave him just the 
opportunity that he desired, and, although 
much of his best work was done dans les 
coulisses, it was all the more effective by 
virtue of its very secrecy. He and 
Clemenceau formed almost the ideal 
combination. Each was fired by a restless 
patriotism ; both were impatient of indeci- 


hand. The cool brain of the one often 
directed the fiery enthusiasm of the other,

The 
temptation to install -an engine of very 
great horse-power, in the hope of increas- 
ing the average speed, is counteracted by 
the fact that such an engine would require 
frequent refuelling; and the delays and 
uncertainties involved would destroy. any 
competitor’s chance of success. The third 
possibility open to the pilot who. wants 
additional speed is that he should fly at a 
very high altitude, where-the atmosphere 
is rarer and the wind resistance correspond- 
ingly less; but at these heights oxygen 
apparatus and electrically heated flying 
suits are necessary in order to sustain life, 
and the weight of them would be equal to 
many gallons of valuable petrol. Thus, 
the race will be flown at normal heights, 
where private passengers would be able to 
breathe without difficulty, and the aero- 
planes taking part will be machines which 
could be adapted to commercial needs with 
little alteration. If a sufficiently large 
number of machines arrives in Melbourne 
without mishap by Christmas, the world 
may see the inauguration of a regular 
England to Australia air line. Ireland, too,

Noise 


There is sober sense in a diseourse which 
Lord Horder, Chairman of the Anti-Noise 
League, has delivered before the Hotels 
and Restaurants Association of Great 
Britain. His arguments are too compact 
for summary, but in essence they reiterate 
what every reasonable man knows—that 
there is a great deal too much unnecessary 
noise in the world of to-day, and that there 
is likely to be more in the world of to- 
morrow unless something is done about it. 
Oné of the paradoxes of Irish progress to- 
day is that, while successive Free State 
Governments have. been straining every 
sinew to discard the last relics of English 
ascendancy in this country, we are approxi- 
mating more and more closely to English 
habits of life. The Anglo-Saxon seems to 
be peculiarly partial to noise; he shouts to 
show that he is happy ; he blows his motor 
horn not to clear the way, but as a sign 
that he is the king of the road and likes 
the position, and he furnishes his factories 
with quite unnecessary steam horns as 
evidence of his commercial pride. Such 
ebullitions are all very well across the 
Channel, but we can do without them here; 
and, with due respect, we suggest to 
President de Valera that he would do more 
to de-Anglicise the nation, if such be his 
desire, by a ban upon motor horns than by 


all the publications of the ‘ Gúm.” 


Certain noises, even if they are essentially 
modern, must be aceounted as necessary. 
The pneumatic drill has come to stay, the 
aeroplane can hardly be silenced—and, for 
that matter, keeps its distance—while the 
ship that feels its way up the river must 
maintain a caterwaul if it or another is not 
to come to grief. There are, however, so 
many gross noises that have no health in 
them. There is the motor horn that 
squawks for sheer joy in its own sound ; 
there 1s the motor cycle exhaust which 
racks the soul for the sake of a few addi- 
tional miles an hour, and there is the 
yelling newsboy. Against such a suffering 
public is without defence. 


Treasure Trove 


To prevent the moth from singeing his 
wings at the candle is always a humane 


action. Many generations ago the 


notorious Captain Kidd flew his skull-and- 


cross-bones on the high seas, and legend 
has credited him with an enormous haul 
of booty from the unlucky merchant ships 
that he happened to meet. What is 
more, legend has singled out the Cocos 
Islands as the place where he hid his ill- 
gotten gains—apparently with the object 
of proving that the modern world is not 
quite so hard-headed as it likes to sup- 
pose. At all events, the islands have 
been dug up almost from end to end by 
successive groups of treasure-seekers, and 
there can be few people: who did not 
approve the Costa Rican Government's 
decision last week to put an end to the 
whole pathetic business by forbidding any 
more expeditions. As it happened, 
another expedition was already on its way, 
“and at first it looked almost as if Captain 
Kidd’s treasure would give rise to inter- 
national complications. The members of 
the expedition (bound from England in a 
ship appropriately mamed Veracity) 
denied that Costa Rica ever had estab- 
lished a claim to the islands, and seemed 
inclined to resist any attempts to remove 
them. ‘The Costa Ricans, equally firm in 
the conviction that treasure-hunts must 
stop, sent two Government boats and fifty 
armed policemen in support of their views. 
It appears, however, that both sides now 
have come to an understanding, and that 
the prospect of war in the Cocos Islands 
has been averted by the promised with- 
drawal of the treasure-seekers. So far, 
the story seems to end in a victory for 
common sense ; but it must be added that

shock to France. His death follows 
upon the murder of M. Barthou, who was 
a great supporter of his in former days. 
Three actions taken by M. Poincaré in the 
course of his political career are likely to 
live in history. The first was the letter 
addressed to the King of England just. 
before the war, which did much to bring 
Great Britain to the aid of France. 
Another point was his reconciliation with 


strong War Ministry ; while the third was 
his acceptance of the Premiership alter 
the breakdown of the Cannes Conference 
in 1922. His outstafding qualities were 
industry and method. He usually reached 
his office at eight in the morning, and re- 
mained at his desk until nine at night. 
In his private life he was almost an ascetic, 
as he vid not smoke, ate very little, and 
seldom drank wine. He disliked attend- 
ance at public functions, and, when 
President. it was a matter of difficulty to 
induce him to attend a dinner party. M. 
Poincaré has been frequently described as 
the man who saved France, and there is 
much truth in the description. He had 
been crippled by semi-paralysis for some 
years and lived in retirement. 


Privy Council Appeals 


The Act passed by the Dail, which pro- 
hibits appeals by citizens of the Irish Free 
State to His Majesty in Council, was to 
have been discussed before the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council to-morrow. 
Th» date has now been altered to Monday, 
December 3rd. The matter arises out of a 
dispute about fishery rights in the estuary 
of the Erne in Donegal. Mr. Robert Lyon 
Moore and nine other persons brought an 
action against forty-three fishermen for an 
alleged infringement of their rights in the 
Erne fishery. The Supreme Court of the 
Irish Free State gave a decision adverse 
to Mr. Moore and his co-plaintiffs. The 
latter then obtained leave from the 


Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 


to appeal to His Majesty in Council 
against the decision. In the meantime an: 
Act was passed by the Dail to abolish the 
right of appeal. It is the validity of this 
Act which will be discussed by the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council on

With the arrival in Haifa yesterday ot 


| oil trom the fields of Kirkuk the vast work 


of bringing petroleum from Iraq to the 
Mediterranean and of marketing it 1s 
definitely ready to begin. Last July some 
14,000 tons of this oil were taken by a 
tanker to France from the Syrian port of 
Tripoli, which is the Iraq Petroleum Com- 
pany’s other terminal on the Mediter- 
ranean. The construction of this pipe line 
is one of the most remarkable feats ot 
engineering since the War. It would 
scarcely have been undertaken had not 
the company believed that it possessed 
one of the richest oilfields in the world. 
Begun only some two years ago, the line 


-has been finished with great speed and 


efficiency. 


German Firms in England 


Nine German firms engaged in the 
manufacture of women’s clothing have 
recently completed arrangements for open- 
ing of factories in the Manchester area. 
Some of them are hoping to start opera- 
tions almost immediately, and the re- 
mainder early next year. The firms will 
manufacture special classes of mantles 
and costumes, which hitherto have been 


ing English connections and for export to 
Scandinavia, Holland, and the Continent 
generally. About 250 local workers will 
be engaged, though key-workers will come 
from Germany to assist operations. The 
new firms will be registered as English 
companies with English members on the 
boards, but they will be financed from 


‘abroad. All the machinery is being 


bought in Britain. Simultaneously with 
the opening in Manchester, another nine 
German firms engaged in branches of the 
same trade will open in London. The 
eighteen firms are stated to contro] an 
export business in made-up dress goods, 
which in more normal times was estl- 
mated to be worth £2,000,000 a year to 
Germany. The aim is to move the whole 
‘market to England. 


Herring Fisheries 


The East Anglian herring harvest was 
to have startec. to-day, but the Control 
Committee has decided that the season 
is not to begin until .o-morrow. Some 
three .undred Scottish boats are now at 
Great Yarmouth and Lowestoft, from 
Wick, Fraserburch, Banff, Peterhead and 
ether ports. The minimum price for 
herrings of good quality has been fixed 
at 20s. per cran, and the fishermen 
declare that they will not p :- to sea unless 
an undertaking is given that this 
minimum will be enforced. The prospects 
of lar-e shipment. to Russia are not so 
bright, as it i.as just become known that 
large Soviet contracts have been placed 
for Dutch herrings. 


Swiss Tourists 


Fluctuations in the exchange rates have 
given rise to a feeling of anxiety among 
Swiss hotel proprietors, .- they fear that 
the variations in the value of sterling will 
have a serious effect unon the number of 
British visitors for the coming winter 
sports season. They have appealed to 
their Government for assistance, suggest- 
ing that there should be a standard rate 
of exchange for the season, and that anv 
loss owing to a fall in the exchange rate 
below the standarc fixed should be made 
good by the Federal Government. It is 
poinded out that a falling off in the 
number of British visitors would adversely 
affect not only the hotels, but also the 
many trades which benefit by the presence 
of tourists, and that it will be to the 
country’s interes. to standardise the value 
of the pound. 


Empire Trade 


The Board of Trade, in i.e returns for 
September just issued, again records that 
the Empire is buying more manu‘actured 


goods than. are foreicn countries. Sir 


Henry Page Croft,. M.P., Chairman of 
the Empire Industries Association, said 
to-day: “ 1 am delighted to find that for 
the first nine months of this year exports 
of British manufactures to Canada, Aus- 
tralia, South Africa, New Zealand.

With the death of Raymond Poincaré 


France has lost a great statesman, 
financier, barrister and writer, and also 

great Frenchman. All his life the 
welfare of France was his one consuming 
pre-occupation, 

When, in 1912, German Colonial am- 
bitions threatened Frances aims in 
Morocco, it was Poincaré, as Premier, 


who achieved prodigies of negotiation and 
made France’s claim carry the day. When 
the War came in 1914 it was Poiricaré, 
then President, who wrote a personal 
letter to King George, urging an un- 
qualified declaration that Great Britain 
would stand by France. 

When, after the War, France’s finances 
seemed to be on the verge of chaos, it was 
Poincaré who doubled the value of the 
iranc with reference to the pound, and 
then stabilised it so firmly that it became 
one of the world’s soundest currencies. 


Finally, when in 1923 it appearcd neces-, 


sary to press for German reparations pay- 
nents, 1fwas Poincaré who unhesitatingly, 


and in the teeth of fierce criticism, sent 
French troops to seize the Ruhr. 


FAMILY OF POLITICIANS 


Raymond Nicolas Poincaré was born in 
Lorraine on August 20, 1860. His father, 
Anthony Poincaré, was an engineer; his 
mother came of a family of politicians. 
On both sides was sound bourgeois stock, 
and Raymond was not the only Poincare 
of his generation with first-class brains. 
His brother, Lucien, was a distinguished 
physicist, and his first cousin, Henri, the 
world-famous mathematician. 

Poincaré started his education at the 
local school. Then he wen. to Paris, 
finally taking up law. He was called 
to the Bar in 1880, and in a few years 
began to make his mark in the courts. 

When he was 27 he was elected by a 
large majority as deputy for Commercy, 
near Bar-le-Duc. He held the seat with- 
out a break for the next 13 years, though 
for his first three years he never delivered 
a single address in the Chamber. But his 
maiden speech made a deep impression. 
It was lucid and distinguished in style, 
and lofty in conception. 

When he was 33 he obtained his first 
Cabinet post as Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion, and a féw years later he was elected 
Vice-President of the Chambe.. In 1903 he 
entered the Senate. He returned to office 
with the finance portfolio in the Sarrien 
Cabinet. 


PREMIER AND PRESIDENT 


Poincaré’s first Premiership came in 
1912, and it was then the world first 
learned that he was a great statesman. 
His handling of the delicate situation aris- 
ing from German pretensions in Morocco, 
and then of the Balkan crisis, were both 
remarkable,

“HE HATED US” 

‘‘ A great Frenchman, but he hated us,” 
is the general tenor of comment in the 
Berlin Press on the death of M. Poincaré.

Ts 950 ‘miners facing death in the 
coal mine here give no sign of 
surrender. For more than a hundred 
hours they have been on hunger strike. 

To-day they closed the air pumps as a 
further effort to force the management to 
grant their demands. The air in the pit 
is steadily becoming more foul. Several! 
of the strikers were ona to the surface 
to-day after they had been seized with 
sickness. 7 

The men’s voluntary prison is 1,000 feet 
below the surface. They are all stated 
to be exhausted. Negotiations with them 
have so far failed completely. 

The Government representative is try- 
ing his utmost to bring together the 
spokesman of the strikers and the manage- 
ment of the company which owns the 
mine, 

Terrible scenes occurred around the pit 
shaft to-day. Some of the raving miners 
tried to hang themselves in order to put 
an end to their sufferings. Their com- 
rades had to tie them hand and foot to 
stop them from committing suicide. 

The men are suffering seriously from 
the terrific heat and vitiated air, and 
are lying in little pools of water and coal 
dust, their heads resting on pilluws con- 
sisting of slabs of coal. Nobody can in- 
duce tem to comc up to the surface, nor 
will they let anyone go down to them. 


“SEND DOWN COFFINS ” 


They have sent word to send down 
coffins for all of them if there is no settle- 
ment. | 

To-night another offer will be made by 
the owners. This is being put into writ- 
ing, as the strikers will not accept verbal 
promises. The offer is believed not to 
meet the men’s demands, and, as by now 
they are determined almost to a point of 
insanity, it is thought that they will 
reject it. | 

Tragedy is virtually certain to follow. 
They may even blow up the mine, as there 
is plenty of dynamite in their possession. 

Many of the miners are unconscious by 

now, and not all of those who are ill have 
been brought up from the pit. 
_ The management of the Pecs Coal Mine, 
which is owned by the Danube Steam 
Navigation Company — partly British- 
controlled—has closed down all the pits 
in the neighbourhood to prevent the Chris- 
tian Socialist workers from going down the 
mines and joining the hunger-strikers.

In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes:—By the death of Raymond 
Poincaré—within a few days of that of 
his friend and associate, Barthou—a great 
figure of the War and post-War years has 
passed away. Endowed with many fine 
qualities of mind, it was not to these he 
owed an unbounded personal trust France 
had never in modern times accorded to 
any other. statesman, however illustrious 
and popular. Other leaders were the 
representatives of views and feelings held, 
and held with passionate conviction, by 
portions of the nation. Poincaré could 
speak and act for the whole on the 
principle which he felt, dnd rightly felt, 


to be supreme with the French ple, 
for all their divisions, whenever France 
was in danger or in stress. He was the 


embodiment of the Union Sacree, not that 
he sacrificed his own political opinions or 
called upon others to sacrifice theirs. That 
would have been repugnant to his logical: 
and downright nature. All he did, and 
all he invited others to do, was to sub- 
ordinate these opinions to the imperious 
needs of France, and to deter aggressive 
prosecution of them until those needs 
should no longer weigh her down. 

The essential feature in Poincaré’s power 
—it is the essential factor to-day in the 
influence of M. Doumergue—was that it 
was a moral power, that it was based upon 
his character,,and upon the recognition of 
that character by France, and by most 
foreign nations who had dealings with him. 
It is a question of confidence, he said, as 
he undertook the seemingly desperate task 
of rehabilitating her finances when the 
franc had rushed down headlong to 240 to 
the pound and threatened to follow the 
mark into the abyss; and it is character, 


confidence of plain men. He asked for 
confidence when he took office, with a 
jealous and hostile majority in the 
Chamber; and looking ‘back upon his 
career France gave him her confidence with 
full hands. In that career he had shown 
his courage and independence many times. 

In foreign affairs, proceeds The Times, 
he showed, as it seemed to. Englishmen, 
less grasp of realities, less breadth of view, 
and less readiness for accommodation.

long to have enabled the machine to take 
part in the race. 

Yesterday Colonel Fitzmaurice, who is 
chief pilot of the ‘‘ Irish Swoop,” flew his 
machine from Eastleigh Aerodrome, 
Southampton, where it had been over- 
hauled, to Croydon. — There it will be 
weighed as a check on the weights stated 
on the certificate and flown down to 
Mildenhall Aerodrome, Suffolk, the start- 
ing point for the race. i 

It was feared in Dublin that the 
stringent regulations governing the race 
might have prevented Colonel Fitzmaurice, 
together with other pilots of American 
aircraft, from competing. For this reason 
steps were taken to have an Order signed 
by the Governor-General of the Free State.

AN OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


The following statement, circulated 
officially in Dublin last night, explains the 
amendment to the Air Navigation Regula- 
tions, and confirms the announcement 
made in the Irish Times yesterday :— 

“The Air Navigation (Amendment) 
Regulations, 1934, signed on Friday, the 
12th inst., were made with the sole object 
of enabling the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce to validate certificates of air- 
worthiness issued in respect of aircraft in 
countries which are not parties to the Air 
Navigation Convention, 1919. The Air 
Navigation (General) Regulations, 1930, 
provided for the validation only of such 
certificate’ as were. issued in countries 
which are parties to the Convention of 
1919. In future where an aircraft is 
registered in Saorstat Eireann, and a 
certificate of airworthiness issued by the 
competent authority in any country was in 
force in respect of such aircraft at the time 
of such registration or immediately prior 
thereto, the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce may for such time and. subject to 
such conditions as he may think fit, confer 
on such certificate the same validity as if 
if had been issued in Saorstat Eireann. 
The regulation now made is a matter of 
internal administration in Saorstat Eireann 
and has no connection with any arrange- 
ments made between other Governments in 
the matter of the regulation of air naviga- 
tion in their respective countries. So far 
as the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
is concerned, the standard of airworthiness 
of aircraft certified for export by the 
responsible authorities in the, United 
States is accepted as adequate.”’ 


FURTHER ARRIVALS AT

OLD CHURCHES AND 
HOSPITALS

There was a good attendance at the weekly 
meeting of the Old Dublin Society, held at 
South William street Assembly Rooms, 
Dublin, last night, Councillor Thomas Kelly, 
T.D., presided. 

“Some Famous Dublin — "was the 
title of a paper read by Mr. John McCann, 
who dealt with old hospitals, churches, and 
houses generally, introducing short anecdotes 
of various nalities. 

He began with Christ Church Cathedral, 
which dates back to 1172. In 1871 it was 
improved and repaired at a cost of £160,000. 
St. Audoen’s Church, High street, was said 
to be the first church erected by Anglo- 
Normans. it had some curious old monu- 
ments. and the first copy of the Freeman's 
Journal was printed in a room over the 


church. ; 
| §t. Patrick’s Cathedral was erected in 
1190, and in 1865 it was in bad repair, and 
‘Sir Benjamin Lee Guinness paid the cost of 
its restoration, amounting to £165,000. &t. 
i Michan’s Church was founded in 1095 by 
-Michan, said to be a Danish bishop. Handel 
was said to have played the organ there. A 
curious thing in connection with the church 
were the vaults, where bodies were kept in a 
remarkable state of preservation. The 
brothers Sheares, who were hanged in 1795, 
wwere buried there. St. Mary's Church was 
‘erected in 1697. Richard Brinsley Sheridan 
was baptised there, and Lord Norbury, who 
was “The hanging judge,” and who 
‘sentenced Emmiet to death, was buried there

new Memorial Park, Islandbridge, Dublin, 
have laid bare the skeleton of a Viking 
warrior, buried centuries ago, with his sword, 
which had been ritually broken into three 
pieces, and the pieces then replaced in 
—- The remains are in excellent con- 
ition, and they have been so successfully 
uncovered that the entire interment will be 
transferred to the National Museum. 
$ The skeleton is about six feet tall, and lies 
with the head pointing to the south, The 
sword is resting between the right arm and 
the body. It was broken into three pieces, 
‘™m accordance with a ritual which was 
observed in connection with other interments 
which have been discovered in the same area. 
At the moment of discovery the skull and 
Shoulders of the skeleton were injured. 

As soon as the burial place was unearthed, 
Captain Campbell, the officer in charge of 
the works, sent for Mr. L. 8. Gogan, Deputiy- 
keeper of Irish Antiquities, who came to the 
site, Later it was visited by Dr. E. P. 
McLoughlin, Dean of the Medical Faculty 
‘of the National University, and Captain 
Nolan, of the Ordnance Survey. Captain 
Nolan, who supervised the engineering work 
in connection with the removal, had a 
caisson constructed about the burial.

Sir John Gilmour, British Home Secre- 
tary, had a private conference at the Home 
Office yesterday with members of Parliament 
who have taken & prominent part in the 
discussions on the greyhound racing pro- 
visions of the Betting and Lotteries Bill in 
Standing Committee of the House of 
Commons. The members were Captam 
Arthur Hope, Brigadier-General Critchicy, 
and Colonel Moore-Brabazon, 

The meeting took place on the initiative 
of the Home Secretary, and it is understood 
that its purpose was to discuss the possibility 
of agreed changes in the dog racing provi- 
sions which would facilitate the progress of 
the bill through the House of Commons. 

The bill has already passed through the 
Lords, but in, the Commons opposition to the 
dog racing restrictions has seriously delayed 
it in Standing Committee. The Government 
desires to secure the passage of the bill 
before the session is prorogued in the middle 
of November, and proposes- to transfer the 
bill from the Standing Committee to the floor 
of the House for the completion of the Com- 
mittee stage. Even this procedure, however, 
may require more time than the business pro- 
gramme can afford. An attempt is, therefore, 
being made to accommodate differences in the 
hope of smoothing the passage of the bill.

{.IE BRITISH GOVERNMENT 
ORDER 


Dr. Ryan, Free State Minister for Agricul- 
ture, yesterday announced that his attention 
had been drawn to the fact that the provisions 
of the Order made by the British Government 
requiring dead poultry imported into the 
United Kingdom to be marked with an in- 
dication of the country of origin were not 
being complied with by some Saorstat ex- 
porters. i 

The Order prescribes that the indication of 
origin shall be marked legibly and durably in 
a conspicuous manner in the case of each bird 
as follows: On a seal or disc of a permanent 
character, and not less than two centimetres 
in diameter, securely attached to one of the 
wings of each bird by a durable attachment 
passing through a circular hole not less than 
one centimetre in diameter, punched or 
stamped through the web of the wing, and in 
each case the indication of origin shall be 
printed, stamped or embossed on such seal 
or dise in letters not less than one and a half

millimetres in height. 

For the purposes of the Order the term 
“ poultry ” means ducks, fowls (excluding 
guinea fowl), geese or turkeys, whether 
dressed or undressed. : 

Such exports, if not properly marked, are, 
of course, liable to be seized. The expor*ers 
should accordingly use suitable seals or discs 
and see that they are securely fixed to the 
birds in the prescribed manner. 

As regards the indication of origin, so far 
as Saorstat exporters are concerned, the use 
of the words “Irish Free State’’ is con- 
sidered advisable.
